FLAMES SWEEP UP 


THROUGH STAIRWAY 


Fifteen Injured in Jumping 


While Many Rescues 


Are Made. 


New York, Dec. ill.—Kight persons, 


five nion and throe women, were killeil 
in an parly morning tenement house live 
at !)6 Monroe street, in the crowded east 
side district, today. Fifteen persons were 
injured, four Kwioutdy, liy jumping from 
fire escapes. 
Tin- police 'and 
tireinen 


made many rescues. The fire started in 
the hull on the ground lloor, cutting off 
escape by the Htairway. 


An hour before dawn the tenants in 


tlie house were aroused by the cries of 
persons in the street. 
Finding escape, 


by .way of the stairway shut olf, they 
crowded on the lire escape platforms. 
Many jumped, the calmer waited for the 
firemen to raise, ladders. A few made 
their escape over roofs of adjoining ten- 
ement houses.

There is a possibility that if the weath- 
er is-good, that the president, will go 
aboard the revenue cutter Winona. re- 
cently placed at his disposal here and 
meet Mr. Lind when the Chester ar- 
rives. 


_The president was not inclined to 


discuss the coining .conference with Mr. 
Lind but authorized the "statement that 
the visit was of no especial significance 
and merely meant that the president's 
representative desired to communicate 
more fully than by cable. Mr. Wilson 
gave tlie impression that there was 
nothing here to'indicate that a crisis 
in Mexican affairs oAtbat a new diplo- 
matic move was contemplated. 
The 


president, however, recently, has given 
much thought to the Mexican problem. 
In view- of this fact. there is reason 
for believing that a more definite under- 
standing of the course that the presi- 
dent desires Mr. Lind to pursue in the 
immediate, future will be readied.

Federals Short of Ammuni- 


tion as Rebels Narrow 


Circle About Them. 


Presidio, Texas, Dec. 31.—It was the 


opinion of military experts here today 
that the battle of 
Ojinaga, Mexico, 


would he decided within 
twenty-four 


hours. Likewise it was believed that the 
only chance of the federals to escape ex- 
termination should the rebels pour in on 
them was a precipitate flight across the 
United States border. 


Tlie federals were reported short of 


inn-munition, while the rebels by tlie fre- 
quency of their lire appeared to have an 
ample supply,, said to have been taken 
with the occupation of Chihuahua. City. 
The tactics of narrowing their 
circle 


around the federals were continued by 
'Gen. Ortcga-'s forces. 


Whatever the outcome,, it wa» certain 


that no surrender would he considered. 
Geu. Villa at Chihuahua had said that he 
would execute sill 
federal 
volunteers 


whether they surrendered.or not. 


Faces Extermination. 


Practically the entire remnant of the 


northern division of the Mexican gov- 
ernment army faced extermination to- 
day. 
.If the federals cross the. border 


into the United States they will be ar- 
rested and disarmed and if they continue 
the battle which has been in progress 
for forty-eight hours they are threatened 
with death by the 4,500 rebels under

Police Gave No Special Pro- 


tection to Either Side, 


Says Ex-Chief. 


HE WAS UNPREPARED 


Indianapolis, Dec. 31.—Martin J. Hy- 


land, who resigned as chief of police hero 
when the board of public safety acquit- 
ted thirty-one patrolmen against whom 
he had filed charges of insubordination 
for failure to obey orders during the re- 
cent street car strike, was a witness to- 
day before the state utilities comrois 
sion at the street car controversy hear 
ing. He denied that the police depart 
-laent had given,special-protection to any- 
one oa either sidu during the strike. 
. "Tho department had orders to en- 
force the law impartially in all cases," 
said Hyland. Hylaud was asked regard- 
ing a conversation he had with John J, 
Keegan, of the building and loan depart- 
ment of tho state, 
" 
: 


"Mr, Keegan," said Hyland, "came to 


mo one day and demanded protection 
against sluggers and thugs of the street 
car company, I, asked him who tho 
sluggers were aiid ho named President 
Todd, Snpt. Mahonoy and others con- 
nected with the street car company, I 
told him I did not regard these men as 
thugs, that they were responsible men, 
and that, if they violated the law, it 
would be easy to get them. 
He said 


these men had been interfering with a 
union meeting, but Captain Coffin, who 
was. in charge at headquarters at the 
time, investigated and learned that there 
had been no violation of the law." 


Hyland told of the task of the police 


during the strike. He said he did not 
know the strike was going to be called 
until two hours before the first car was 
sent to the barns and consequently was 
unprepared to bandit! the situation.

REPORT COMES SOON THE ANNUAL REPORT' BY 
SELLING" 


July With Nearly Six Mil- 


lion Was Banner

. ,A. W. Grosvenor, engineer in the serv- 
ice of the Fort Wayne river flood com- 
injttee under direction of the municipal 
engineer, is in Pittsburg today in re- 
sponse to a call from Capt. Harold C. 
Fiske, secretary of the army board of 
engineers on river floods. 


.Engineer Grosvenor's plans have been 


under • consideration by the army board 
since their visit to this city on the 19th 
irist. and it is believed that the con- 
sqltatioh with Mr. Grosvenor means 
that-military engineers will almost im- 
mediately .make a report. 
•-/"When the army board met the local 
flofid prevention committee the state- 
ment : was made through Col. F. R. 
Sbjrnk, senior officer, that the plans pro- 
posed for flood prevention here followed 
the lines of a.correct solution, but that 
himself and associate engineers wanted 
time to more thoroughly examine the 
plans, to .consider the data they had 
gathered here and to make some com- 
putations of their own. 


•'It is believed that the army board's 


report wjll be here in time for a meet- 
iiig-of the local committee the last of 
this week or the first of nest. The com- 
mittee has not been able to agree upon 
Wy,, recommendation as to a financial 
program and will doubtless have, several 
more meetings before the committee is 
•ble to report unaniously upon a course. 
: William. M. Griffin, president of the 
Commercial club, has been chosen secre- 
tary .of the flood prevention commit- 
tee to succeed Robert E. Kelly, who re- 
signed, because Ke is going on the board 
of/world! .January 5 and would want 
for-'time to continue his duties as secrc- 
tarv.

THIRTEEN ABE EXECUTED. 


Formosan Conspirators -Put to Death :»t 


TaipokB, 


Tokio, Dec. 31.—The public execution 


of thirteen Formosan conspirators was 
carried out at Taipoku, l?orniosn., today, 
according to dispatches received -by the 
government here.. 


They were sentenced to death in con-_

An Experiment With Sewage 


r 
Inasmuch as Port Wayne is still facing the problem 


'of adequate sewage disposal, an experiment that is now 
•being made at Indianapolis will be watched with much 
local interest. 
The capital city has invested about 


'$i5;000 in the construction of an-experimental station for 
the disposal of sanitary sewage, and is just now putting 
the new plant into operation. It was built as the result 
JDf-'axi order by the state-board of health that Indianapolis 
imwt stop the pollution of White River by emptying raw 


: Sewage into the stream, and this order naturally came 


'after a prolonged toleration of conditions that wore uni- 
•yeraaUy regarded as a menace to the city and' tho sur- 
rounding territory through which the stream flows. 


The experimental plant was designed by City 'En- 


gineer Klaussman from the best ideas he was able to ob- 


. tarn in an exhaustive investigation of sewage disposal in 


which he inspected plants in many parts of the United 
' States and Canada. There is a large settling tank into 
; which the sewage is pumped by electricity. After settling 
.here, a part of the effluent will be treated by spraying 
. over a rock filter and part will be treated by electricity. 
The pumps have a capacity of 350 gallons of sewage a 


• minute, but it is not thought probable that the plant will 


be able to handle the sewage so rapidly. 


Among the principal features to be determined 


through the experimental plant is the quantity of sewage 


... .'..that can be handled properly in a given time and the best 
. method of treating the effluent. The plant was built as a 
'%.result-of an order by the state health board that the city 


must take steps to stop the pollution' of White river by 
^emptying raAv sewage into the stream. 


. ' . . - . If this experimental plant proves successful, Indi- 
anapolis proposes to take steps to provide a similar plant 
-of sufficient capacity to handle all the sanitary sewage in 


; -.the city. What Indianapolis is able to lea.rn in -this"way 
.'-•is likely to prove valuable as well as merely interesting to 
; Jfort Wayne.

boy, my dear, dear little one/' sho wept 
again and again. Then throwing a bit 
of dirt onto tho coffin and looking once 
more into the open grai'e, Mrs. Jokipii 
turned into the arms of her husband and 
started toward a neighboring hill where 
the greater number of the dead were 
being laid in two long graves. 


Her eyes were still pduring out tears. 


Her heart was still breaking for her lost 
child. But she was hurrying to share 
tho sorrow of others and share her sym- 
pathy with them.
